hy. The plan of dividing the institote
inte two departmenis s of incileulable
benefit to both temchers and instructors,
the former having an hour set aside for
an interchange of views on mwethods
adopte 1 by ditferent sections of the comin-
tv. while the latter are given an opportu-
nity 1o discuss the lopics at hand fully
annd satisfuctorily.

The session was ealled] to order by Supt.
Berkey, when RHev. Harkey, of the La-
theran Chareh, conducted religious ser-
Afler a short drill in music by
Prof. Gresh, Prof. J. D. Mese, of the
Culifornia, I"a., State Normal, delivered
a half-hour's talk on “English Gram-
mar.” He haudled his question skillful-
Iy for one, as he said, “not accastomed to
puidic speaking,” and was given an at-
tentive hearing.

The next speaker Prof. 8. C.
Schmuacker, of the Wt Chester State
Normal, a youthful looking gentleman,
whao has his well-shaped head erammed
full of knowledge onall Kinds of gues-
tions interesting to teachers, and who
talks so rapidly that the words seem to
beshot from kis wouth by a compressed
airgun. His sabjet was “Flowems,”
and he aroused his andience tosuch a
pointof enthusinsm that all were sorry
when he had to give way to Prof. Tomp-
kins, who delivered the second of his
scholarly addresses on “School Manage-
ment.™

Hundreds of people were unable to
gain admission to the eourt- room at the
afternoon session, The room was un-
comfortably erowded, every seat being
ovcupied, while the aisles were packed
with wen and women.
